Nurseries  or  cars  Naperville,  Illinois,  exclusive 
of  any  packing,  express,  freight  or  transportation  charges;  packing  charges 
are  extra  in  additiomto  cost  of  plants. 

c.  Subject  to  cancellation  or  change  without  further  notice  upon  prior 
sale  or  depletion  of  our  stock  of  goods. 

QUANTITY  AND  RATES:  Single  plants  as  well  as  lots  amounting 
to  less  than  5 of  a kind  will  be  charged  for  at  a higher  rate  not  exceeding, 
however,  1%  times  the  rate  for  lots  of  10.  Lots  of  5 and  50  will  be  fur- 
nished at  10  and  100  rates  respectively.

Any  and  all  sales  jnade  by  us 
no  not  include  any  warranty  expressed  or  implied,  as  to  quality,  descript- 
ion, productiveness,  growth,  or  any  other  matter  or  qualifications  pertain- 
ing to  the  Nursery  stock  sold. 

It  is  mutually  agreed  and  understood  between  the  Purchaser  and  Our- 
selves, that  in  any  case  we  shall  not  be  liable  for  a sum  greater  than  the 
amont  originally  paid  us  for  said  trees  or  plants,  etc.,  that  prove  untrue. 

All  shipments  at  purchaser’s  risk. 

In  absence  of  specific  shipping  instructions,  we  are  to  route  all  ship- 
ments according  to  our  best  judgment  without  ascsuming  responsibility. 

If  destination  is  a Pre-Paid  Station,  freight  charges  will  be  prepaid 

by  us  and  charged  for  on  invoice. 

Claims  for  errors  or  shortage  must  be  filed  with  us  within  Ten  (10) 
days  after  receipt  of  goods.  No  claims  for  errors  or  shortage  in  excess  of 
purchase  price  will  be  considered. 

Payments  of  accounts  to  be  as  follows:— 

a.  30  days  net  cash,  except  Fall  and  Spring  accounts  with  the  trade, 
which  are  due  on  December  1st  and  June  1st  respectively:  2%  discount  if 
paid  within  10  days  from  date  of  shipment  or  invoice.
